In  the  last  ten  years  the  number  of  fruit  bearing  trees  in  the  Middle  West 
has  decreased  nearly  one-third  and  there  are  but  little  over  half  the  young  trees 
in  orchard  not  yet  bearing  there  were  ten  years  ago.  When  you  consider  this  fact 
as  developed  by  the  census  and  remembering  that  of  all  agricultural  pursuits  the 
fruit  grower  is  the  one  whose  product  has  held  up  in  price  during  the  past  year, 
one  does  not  have  to  question  whether  it  is  worth  while  to  plant  fruit.
